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Summary 

The  second  (February)  estimate  of  the  Foreign  Agriculture  Service  for  the'** 
1961-62  vorld  cocoa  crop  is  2,5k6  million  pounds,  the  second  largest  on 
record.    This  is  3»5  percent  below  last  year's  record  2,635  million  pounds, 
but  13  percent  above  1959-60. 

World  exports  of  cocoa  beans  were  at  record  levels  during  1961,  exceeding 
the  previous  high  of  1,979  million  pounds  in  i960.    Exports  are  expected  to 
remain  at  a  high  level  during  1962,  as  a  result  of  continued  large  supplies 
and  increasing  consumption. 

World  consumption  reached  a  record  level  of  2.2  billion  pounds  in  1961  and 
consumption  for  1962  is  expected  to  total  2,k  billion  pounds.    Stocks  in 
consuming  countries  at  the  end  of  I96I  were  at  high  levels,  and  with  another 
large  harvest  this  season,  there  will  be  some  additional  build-up  in  stocks. 

Production 

North  America:    The  North  American  crop  is  estimated  at  19^.2  million  pounds, 
slightly  above  the  I96O-6I  harvest  of  188.8  million.    Although  output  has 
remained  fairly  constant  during  the  past  two  seasons,  production  this  year 
will  be  nearly  13  percent  above  the  1955-59  average.

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Production  in  the  Dominican  Republic  and  in  Trinidad  and  Tobago  is  above 
that  of  the  previous  year,  while  the  Mexican  harvest  approximates  the  record 
1960-61  crop. 

Low  prices  and  marketing  difficulties  have  contributed  to  a  smaller  outturn 
in  Costa  Rica.    Plans  have  been  proposed  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  cocoa 
areas  with  the  introduction  of  methods  to  improve  quality,  reduce  costs,  and 
increase  yields. 

South  America;    Production  in  South  America  is  placed  at  535.8  million  pounds, 
8  percent  above  1960-61,  but  still  below  the  bumper  harvest  of  the  1959-60 
season. 

Production  in  Brazil  is  estimated  at  370  million  pounds,  compared  with  330.7 
million  in  I96O-6I.    The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  revised  the  standards 
for  the  number  of  cacao  beans  per  500  grams,  which  will  be  valid  until  the 
end  of  March  1962.    The  relaxation  in  the  tolerances  was  due  primarily  to 
the  quality  of  the  main  crop,  which  was  generally  good  except  for  the  smaller 
size  of  the  cacao  beans. 

Production  in  Ecuador  for  many  years  has  been  hampered  by  old  and  worn  out 
plantations,  poor  maintenance,  and  by  the  heavy  infection  of  the  trees  with 
"Witches  Broom"  and  "Monilia  Pod-rot."    As  a  result  of  a  long  period  of 
research  and  development,  production  is  gradually  increasing  with  improved 
cultural  practices  and  new  disease-resistant  varieties  of  trees  coming  into 
bearing.    Output  this  season  is  expected  to  approximate  the  bumper  crop'  of 
I96O-6I. 

Colombia1  s  production  has  been  increasing  at  a  slow  rate,  the  main  problems 
being  disease  and  the  advanced  age  of  the  trees.    Through  the  Cocoa  Promo- 
tion Program,  Colombia  hopes  to  become  self-sufficient  in  cocoa  by  increasing 
acreage,  improving  cultural  practices,  and  expanding  credit  facilities. 

The  expansion  of  the  cocoa  industry  in  Peru  has  been  limited  by  the  short- 
age of  credit  facilities  and  high  transportation  costs.    But  in  spite  of 
these  difficulties,  production  has  more  than  doubled  over  the  past  five  years. 

Continuing  low  prices,  rising  production  costs,  and  labor  shortages  have 
contributed  to  the  downward  trend  of  production  in  Venezuela.    Prior  to  the 
discovery  of  oil,  Venezuela^  economy  depended  on  agricultural  commodities, 
primarily  coffee  and  cocoa.    But  presently  oil  accounts  for  about  95  percent 
and  cocoa  for  less  than  1  percent  of  the  foreign  exchange  earnings. 

Africa:    African  production  is  estimated  at  1,765  million  pounds,  compared 
with  1,90k  million  from  the  record  I96O-6I  outturn.    Although  there  is  a 
smaller  crop  this  season,  production  is  still  21  percent  above  1959-60. 
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Ghana 1 s  crop  is  estimated  about  11  percent  below  the  bumper  harvest  of  I96O- 
61.    The  smaller  crop  this  year  is  attributed  to  less  favorable  weather, 
reduced  spraying  and  marketing  difficulties.    Capsid  control  measures  were 
reduced  mainly  because  farmers  were  no  longer  receiving  advances  prior  to 
their  delivery  of  cocoa.    This  resulted  in  delayed  and  reduced  spraying. 

Production  in  Nigeria  (excluding  former  British  Cameroons)  is  expected  to 
reach  kQO  million  pounds,  compared  with  klk  million  last  season. 

Weather  conditions  in  Cameroun  have  been  favorable,  and  production  (including 
former  British  Cameroons)  is  expected  to  reach  175  million  pounds.    In  opera- 
tion is  a  cocoa  expansion  program  which  involves  planting  higher  yielding 
varieties  of  trees,  increasing  acreage,  and  improving  cultural  practices, 
particularly  capsid  control  through  spraying. 

The  crop  in  the  Ivory  Coast  is  estimated  at  185  million  pounds,  about  an  8 
percent  reduction  from  last  season's  large  harvest.    The  area  under  cocoa 
cultivation  in  Togo  is  estimated  at  about  30,000  acres.    With  the  introduc- 
tion of  new  Amazonian  varieties,  an  additional  ^,000  acres  previously  con- 
sidered unsuitable  for  production  are  being  put  into  cocoa. 

A  Congo-Centralafrican  Cocoa  Price  Stabilization  Fund  has  been  recently 
created,  jointly  serving  the  Republic  of  Congo  (Brazzaville)  and  the  Central 
African  Republic.    A  tax  is  to  be  levied  on  cocoa  exports  to  supply  finances 
for  the  Fund. 

Asia  and  Oceania:    Production  in  Asia  and  Oceania  is  estimated  at  50.9  mil- 
lion pounds,  more  than  double  the  1950-5^  average.    Increases  are  expected 
in  most  of  the  producing  areas  of  this  region. 

World  Trade 

The  revised  total  for  i960  world  cocoa  bean  exports  is  1,979  million  pounds. 
Figures  for  1961  are  not  yet  available,  but  will  exceed  those  of  the  pre- 
vious year  as  a  result  of  the  bumper  I96O-6I  crop.    Africa  is  the  major  source 
of  cocoa  beans,  supplying  73  percent  entering  into  world  trade  during  i960. 
South  America  supplied  19  percent,  and  most  of  the  remainder  came  from  the 
North  American  countries. 

North  America:  Cocoa  bean  exports  from  the  Dominican  Republic  were  con- 
siderably reduced  during  196l,  while  Mexican  shipments  more  than  doubled 
those  of  i960. 

South  America:    Brazil's  exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  first  9  months  of 
1961  were  163  ml 1 1  ion  pounds,  with  half  the  shipments  going  to  the  United 
States.    Cocoa  butter  and  cake  exports  for  the  same  period  totaled  2k. J  and 
19.3  million  pounds,  respectively.

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Ecuador  exported  65  •  9  million  pounds  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  first  11 
months  of  I96I,  compared  with  70.2  million  for  the  same  period  in  i960.  | 
The  United  States,  West  Germany  and  Colombia  were  the  largest  customers, 
taking  $1,  12,  and  10  percent,  respectively.    Venezuelan  shipments  during 
the  first  10  months  totaled  20.7  million  pounds,  13  percent  below  the  same 
period  in  i960. 

Africa;  Exports  from  Cameroun  for  the  first  7  months  of  I96I  amounted  to 
97«6  million  pounds,  nearly  half  going  to  the  Netherlands  and  most  of  the 
remainder  to  France  and  the  United  States. 

Cocoa  bean  exports  from  the  Ivory  Coast  during  the  first  11  months  of  1961 
amounted  to  156.8  million  pounds.  Togo's  shipments  for  the  first  8  months 
totaled  18.6  mill  ion  pounds.  Primary  receivers  were  the  United  States  (U3 
percent),  the  Netherlands  (25  percent),  and  France  (22  percent). 

Ghana' s  exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  the  first  9  months  of  1961  totaled 
773 • 9  million  pounds,  the  United  States  being  the  largest  customer  and  taking 
39  percent.    Other  important  customers  were  West  Germany  (17  percent),  the 
Netherlands  (13  percent),  and  the  United  Kingdom  (11  percent).    Exports  of 
cocoa  butter  during  this  period  amounted  to  12.8  million  pounds  and  cocoa 
paste  totaled  9*5  million  pounds. 

Nigerian  shipments  during  the  first  9  months  of  1961  totaled  330.1  million 
pounds,  compared  with  265.7  million  for  the  same  period  in  i960.    The  United 
States  was  the  primary  receiver,  with  most  of  the  remainder  going  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  the  Netherlands,  West  Germany,  and  Italy. 

United  States  Consumption 

During  I96I,  the  United  States  imported  766.7  million  pounds  of  cocoa  beans, 
exceeding  the  previous  record  of  728.9  million  set  in  19^0.    This  represents 
an  increase  of  39  percent  over  i960  imports  and  a  59  percent  increase  over 
1959*    Total  imports  of  cocoa  beans  and  products  on  a  bean  equivalent  basis 
during  1961  amounted  to  9^1*7  mill  ion  pounds,  compared  with  Jlk  million  dur- 
ing the  previous  year.    The  peak  month  for  cocoa  bean  imports  during  196I  was 
July  (108.4  million  pounds),  and  the  smallest  monthly  amount  was  imported  in 
November  (13«8  million  pounds).    Over  two-thirds  of  the  cocoa  bean  imports 
during  I96I  came  from  Africa,  with  Ghana  supplying  39  percent.    Nigeria  sup- 
plied 19  percent,  while  the  Brazilian  imports  made  up  Ik  percent  of  the  total. 

Grindings  in  the  United  States  during  I96I  were  also  at  record  levels.  A 
figure  of  5^0  million  pounds  was  attained,  showing  an  increase  of  12  percent 
over  i960  and  19  percent  above  1959*
